— I am reliably informed that peanuts 
have been selling in some sections of 
Texas at 65 to 80 cents a bushel. 
Oil 
mills and other purchasers of peanuts 
are paying, in the principal peanut 
sections, from $1 to $1.10 a bushel 
Sales have been made as high as even 
$1.20. 
Several weeks ago I suggested that 
peanuts be marketed slowly, because 
I the oil mills would hot care to handle 
I peanuts until th e ' cotton seed crush 
was fairly well over, and then express 
ed the opinion that peanuts would be 
worth 90 cents a bushel or more. My 
expectations have been more than ful­ 
filled. 
Farmers who are not near to 
mills that crush peanuts should corre­ 
spond with mills in the peanut sec­ 
tions.

PROTECTION FOR PRODUCTS OF 
TH E FARM. 


The Record commends to Its read 
ers the statem ent issued by Henry N 
Pope, president of the Association of 
State Farm ers’ Union Presidents, de­ 
nouncing the Underwood tariff as a 
rank 
discrimination 
against 
the 
farmer. 
Well may the head of the union 
sound an alarm against free trade for 
the farmer 
and 
protection for the 
manufacturer, and had not the war 
stopped the effect of this tariff there 
would be a vailing and gnashing of 
teeth among the farmers of this coun­ 
try. 
We reproduce Mr. Pope’s state­ 
ment in part: 
The effect of the Underwood tariff 


act is to protect capital and labor en­ 
gaged in manufacturing and to expose 
to world competition capital and labor 
engaged in production. 
It is perhaps' 
the most antagonistic expression Con­ 
gress ever made toward the agricul­ 
tural interests of this nation and had 
not the European war arrested its op­ 
eration, would have wrought disaster 
to the farmers of the country. 
The 
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tariff gives protection of approximate­ 
ly $6,000,000,000 per annum to capital ___r _ _ _____________ ^ 
^ 
TC(, 
and labor engaged in manufacturing, sought *as, of. course."to mduocTuM 


unfriendly to the farmers of the na­ 
tion. 
The next session of 
Congress 
should revise the tariff and get back 
to the soil with protection, giving the 
plow the same friendly consideration 
that is now given to the factory. 
There has always been a tariff on 
farm products until the Democrats 
went into office, when 
cattle, corn, 
oats, wheat and all other agricultural 
products were taken off the protected 
and put on the free list.
